WashinKlon, I)pc. 20.~ A dplp;,'alioii 
presented to the I'resident to-duy two 
petitions, one from the great majority of 
the organized Protestant Chriatinii 
cliurclips of the world and the other from 
the l'an-1'rpsliytpriiin Alliance. Both 
petitions had been placed in charge of the 
Rev. Dr. Wm. Heury Roberts, the Am- 
erican secretary of the Pan-Presbyterian 
Alliancp, and witli him were the Itev. 
Wallace Itadcliffp and the Kev. A, AV. 
I'itzer, of AVashington, IJ.C; liev. AV. 
W. Uiur, of riiLladclphia, and Itev. .1. .f. 
Dniry, of New Brunswick, X..T. 

Tlic first iiptition was signed by rej)- 
rpsentntlvos of 145 national and denomi- 
national churches existing on all the six 
continents. It ask8;for ,the reduction of 
the heavy armaments maintained by 
Christian nations, ; "ready^'. upon provo- 
cation to go to war and settle their dis- 
putations by bloodshed," and also rc- 
(luosts the inliupiice of the govprnmeiit 
of the United States in favor of inter- 
natioiuil arbitration as a sulistitute for 
war. 

The second potilion is from llio Pan- 
I'rpsbylprian Alliance, which also unit- 
ed in the first, and which inchuics ciKbt.v 
national donoiniiiational churches 
throughout the world. Tliis spcoiid po- 
tition asks for a permanent and peaci!- 
ful nielliod for tlio settlement of all 
controversies arising between the people 
of the British Dmpire and the republic 
of the "IJnitPd States. 

Tlie President of the United Statps 
was offered congratulations on the re- 
sult of tlip rightful war recently waged 
by the United Stales in the cause of- 
justice and huniaiiity and the divine 
lilpssiiig was invoked upon liiiii as tlie 
man ordained of God in a great crisis in 
human history, to hi? the leader of the 
lieople and also to be instruinental 
through both war and peace for the iii- 
bringiii;; of Christ's iinivi'rsiil kiiif^doiii. 

The signers of thpsp pptitioiis represent 
more than eighty miUians of Christians 
in all parts of the wo'-Id, twenty-live mil- 
lions of whom are Presbyterians. 

Tlie President responded cordially to 
the delegation, saying that hp favored ar- 
bitration as between Great Britain nnd 
■America. He also said that he had res- 
ponded proni|)tly to the Czar's proposal 
for disarmament, hut that under present 
circumstances the armament of the 
United States could not now be lessened 
but would in any event be less than 
would satisfy European nations. 



BRINGING HOME THE DEAD.

Washington, Dpc. 29. — General I.ud- 
ingtoii, quartermaster-general ot the 
army, has completed arrangements for 
bringing back to this countrj' the bodies 
of American ofllcers and soldiers inter- 
red nt, and in the vicinity of Santiago, 
Cut)!!, 'Ponce and other i>oints in Porto 
Uico, Manila and Honolnlii. The 
graves have been carefully marked by 
olllcers of the (luarlprmnster-geiierii!. 
who liavp gone over the several lipids 
and have snccpciled in itU.atifyiiig nearly 
ill of the .American dead. 

A .large nimiber of nietiillic caskets are 
now being maiiiifiietured. The sliip- 
nipiit of tliP caskets will be^;in about 
laniiiiry 10. and a force of men will lto 
with tlieiii to attend to the work of dis- 
iiiternieiil, lieniielieally scaling the cas- 
kets and shipping them back to this 
country.

Alurray has made public the te.\t of the- 
message received by him from Mr. Cham- 
berlain, secretary of state for the colo- 
nies, in which he linally and dclinitely 
refii.sed to disallow the Beid railway 
contract, or to interfere iu colonial af- 
fairs, the purport of which had been al- 
ready made known.

'• 'J'lie step w-hich I am urged to taki? 
is one for which there is no prec<Hleiit iu 
the history of colonial adniinistration. 
Tiie nieasiire the disaUowanct^ of which 
is sought, is not only of purely local 
concern, but one the provisions of which 
are almost exclusively of a financial and 
administrative cliaractor. The right of 
complete and unfettered control over 
financial policy and arrangements is es- 
sential to self-government, and has been 
invariably acknowledged and respected 
by Her -Majesty's government aud jeal- : 
ously guarded by the colonies. The 
colonial government and legislature are 
i;uridy responsible for tlie management 
of its finances to the people of the col- 
ony, and unless Imperial interests of 
great importance are imperrilled, the in- 
tervention of Her Majesty's govoriiiuont 
in such matters would lie an unwarrant- 
able intrusion and a breach of tlie char- 
ter of the colony. 

" It is nowhere alleged that thp inter- 
est of any other part of tbe empire is in- 
volved or that tlio act is in any way re- 
pugnant to Imperial legislation. It is 
asserted indeed that the eontract dis- 
poses of assets of the colony over which 
its creditors in tills country have an 
equitable, if not a legal claim, but apart 
from the fact that the assets iu ques- 
tion arc mainly potential and that the 
security ot thp colonial debt is its gen- ■ 
oral revenue, not any particular property 
or assets, I cannot admit that the credi- 
tors of the colony haye,any;rlght;to .claim.;, 
the interference of iHer'i'MaJcB^'s'^gOV'-^.'"; 
ernmeiit in the matter.. It is on the 'l; 
faith of the coloninli government and-; 
legislature that'they have advanced their .J 
money, and it is to them that they must 
appeal . if tll<iy consider themselves in- 
jured., 'No' doubt if it was spriously al- 
leged that the act involvinl a breach of 
faitb or a contiscation of the rights of 
absent persons. Her Alajosly's govern- 
ment wolld have to pxaniiiie it carefully 
and consider whether the disi^redit 
which such action on the pari of a col- 
ony would entail on tlie rest of the em- 
pire rpudered it iipcpssary for tlipni to- 
iiilcrvpiie. But, no such cl:arge is madcj 
and if Her Majpsty's govprniiient were- 
to iiitervpiip wliPiievcr the Ipgislation of 
a colony was alleged to afl'ect the rights 
of non-residents, the ri;;lit of self-govern- 
nipiit w-ould bo restricted to very nari-ow 
limits, and complications and , confusiou, 
from the division of authority must ' 
arise. 

"It is not the duty of Her Majesty's 
goveninienl to attempt the task of di..- 
cidiii^' wlipther the act of the legislature 
lias been in accord with the opinion oC 
tlie electorale. 

"lOven a govprnor who was to soiiip ex- 
tent in toiicli w-itli local opinion would 
be taliing a serious step if in response to 
petitions such as liave been addressed to 
me. and against the advice of liis min- 
isters, he refused to assent to a iiieasine 
of local concern, w-hicli has been duly 
passed by the legislature, and if. he failed; 
to find other ministers prepared:, tOias-i 
sume responsibility for his action andi-; 
able to secure the support of the legist , 
lature, his position would become uq- ' 
tenahle, . Any such step on the part of; 
a goycrnor would have to be taken en-, 
tlrelyiott'his own motion. It is essential 
that for everj- act of a governor in local 
matters fall responsibility sliould attach

The iioliceuiaii \v;is arre-sti'd • ii 
JL charge oL' murder, Iml tlie following 
day I lie cliurge ^vas rediiceil to one of 
maiishuighter, tind tlie policoiiiaii was 
iiUowcd his lilierty on hail. The British 
agent domiiiideil reslilulioii of the cli.irge 
of murder, iind a niiiss iiieetiug, -w hieh 
■WHS alteuiled liy ,"),(1()0 UilliUiders, was 
held a I .lohaiuiesbMrg nu Sunday, who 
protested iigiiiiisl, the murder of lOilgar. 
and Dieseuled the British consul with ii 
strongly worded petition to the ()ueen. 
reciting the wrongs of the Uitlanders 
and ainieidiiig for protection and such 
other steps as may be found necessary 
to "'terininato the existing intolerable 
.state of affairs." 

There were no speeches, owing to the 
laws prohibiting political gatherings, but 
the demonstratiiin was very demonstra- 
tive and impressive. Tlio petition was 
liresentcd to the consul on the balcony of 
the British consulate, a whole multitude 
signifying assent by uplifting their 
hands. Reference to the Boer iiolice- 
luiin elicited sliouts of "lynch him." The 
meeting was peacefiU, with the exception 
of a slijilit affray with the police at its 
conclusion. 

London, Dec. 30.— The .Tohannoshiirg 
■correspondent of the Dail.v Mail, who 
utters a warning against the optimist 
reports cabled to London in the Krupor 
interests sa.vs: "I have interviewed the 
British consul, who says that tlie Satur- 
day demonstration impressed him as 
based upon deep public feeling, while the 
deputation which presented the petition 
yfaa to his personal knowledge composed 
of men of high character and standing.

to u ministry amenable 'to the'eolonial 
legislature. 

"Considerations which preclude me 
from advising Her Majesty to disallow 
the act apply equally to the alternative 
rociuost that I should defer tendering ad- 
vice to Her Majesty in regard to it 
until tho people of tho colony have had 
an opportunity of cxprcsing their views 
on the matter. The act is alreaily in 
force and the contract to which it gives 
eftect has been iu part already perform- 
ed and the continuing obligation of the 
contractor would not be suspended until 
Her Majesty's pleasure was liiuilly de- 
clared. It remains in full force until 
the !ict is disallowed or appealed. It 
would be unjust therefore to the con- 
tractor and would only add to the al- 
ready heavy liabilities of the colony to 
accede to the prayer of the politicians. 

"My jictioii has throughout been gov- 
erned solely by the constitutional prin- 
ciples on which I am bound to act, aiul I 
think it desirable that it should be made 
quite clear to the colony, in iicceptiug the 
full responsibilities inseparable from the 
privilege of self-government, if tho ma- 
chinery provided for the work of legisla- 
tion and administration has proved de- 
f6ctive or ' the' persons to whom it luis 
entrusted- its^ destinies have failed to dis- 
charge tlioir trust they cannot look to 
Her Majesty's government to supplement 
or remedy these- defects or to judge be- 
tween them iind their duly chosen repre- 
'^euln fives.

Scionce is superseiliuK cruile pioneer 
methods of recovering the .i;olcl. and new 
ground is being prospected with remark- 
ably encouraging results. .So far only 
the very I'ich claims could be worked on 
account of the high jirice of the coin- 
nion necessaries of life, the price of 
labor, and the royalty of li> per cent, on 
the gross output chargeil by the ("aiia- 
dinn government. I'roliably not per 
cent, of the proved gold-bearing grouiul 
in tlie Klondike could be worked at a 
lirolit under the conditions that have so 
far existed; but with the necessaries 
and even the luxuries of life obtainable 
in Dawson City at every-ilay jirices in 
eonseiiuence of railway eonimuiiicat ion 
with the outside would, it will be prolit- 
able to work not merely per cent 
the claims, but i)robal>ly at least 7.") per 
cent, of them, especially should the 
Canadian government reduce the royalty 
from 10 iier cent, to 2 per cent., as now 
seems likely, (.\pplausei. 

The Klondike district nailer lliese 
changiHl conditions will support at least 
ten men for the one it now .supports. 
But it is not upon Dawson City nnd the 
Klondike alone that the future of our 
railway depends. The success and pros 
perlty of this district will be merely con 

■ trlbtttory factors to our success nnd 
prosperity. Already gold discoveries 
have .been made in other parts of the 
Yukon country that promise to qniti; 
eclipse the Klondike gold fields. This is 

■notably the ease with the AtJin gold 
fields, whieh already have proved more 
extensive and much more uniformly rich 
tlian the Klondike, tliouKh no claims 

■ have yot Ikkmi found so wonilorfully rich 
as the richest in the Klondike, The At- 
lin gold liehls are also much more ac- 
cessible, and the gold is nnich more 
cheaply and easily produced. There is 
no royalty iiayable on the ,\tlin gold, 
and it is already apparent that this gold 
field is destined to support a njuch 
larger minin;; i)oi)ulatiou than the Klon- 
dike. It is also a good grass country, 
and will support during the summer 
months a large number of cattle, and, 
unlike the Klondike, the snininer, not the 
winter, is the busy season at Atlin. It 
is i>raclieally certain that further pros- 
pecting of this district will result in 
greatly increasing the gold-bearing area 
already iiroved. One great feature of 
this district, from our point of view, is 
that it is entirely depeiiduut on our rail- 
wav for everything. 

(jther districts in Ihe Yukon have 
been prospected nnd proved this season, 
involving areas of thousands of ndlos in 
extent. It would be too tedious to refer 
in detail to them all, but mention should 
be made of the wonderful bench claims 
at Manook, whore placer gold has been 
found at heights up to 800 feet ahovi- the 
level of Ihe river, thus proving' tliat the 
Yukon gold was deiiositeil at a period of 
the world's history when eoiiditions were 
verv difrcrent from those at |)resent, and 
that the placer gold-bearing area is not 
contine<l to narrow creek and river bot- 
toms, but e;;tenda throughout much 
greater areas. 

Placer gold is what attracts the atten- 
tion of the pioneer in a desert country 
without means of transportation, capi- 
tal, or labor. But for the pernianeut 
production of gold, placers should be 
siipplenienled by iiuart/, mines, which 
can be worked when labor and transpor- 
tation fac'ilities are proviili'iT. Hitherto 
the Yukon country lias produced no gold 
from (luartz, and some people have jump- 
ed to the conclusion that because no 
gold-bearing (luartz has been reliably re- 
ported in the Klondik'! district, there- 
fore there is no gold-bearing iiuart/. in 
the whole length and breadth of the en- 
tire Yukon country. No assumi)lion 
would be mori' ab surd or contrary to 
the actual facts. Oolil quartz has this 
season been found croiiping out in in- 
numerable localities, and specimens of 
wonderful richness obtained from many 
and widely scattered places throughout 
almost Ihi' entire Y'ukon country, thus 
coulirmiiig the in-es,inii\tion afforded by 
The discoveries of ii<>U\ quartz in the 
Coast Itjuige Mountains at many places 
along the Alaskan and Uritish Colum- 
bian coasts, notably at Douglas LslAnd 
(where the Trcadwell miuQ is'-situated) 
and iit Keicliikan, and atvMary-.island, 
at which latter points the 'inost wonder- 
ful discoveries of gold quartz .have been 
made last summer. 

In view of these facts a man/must lie 
wilfully blind who refuses to see that 
within the next few years Kold quart/, 
will be mined and worked at many places 
in the Yukon. (Hear, hoar.) -.But it is 
a mistake to suppose that tlie future of 
the Yukon depends upon gold alone, how- 
ever widely scattered. It is now known 
to Tje rolatlv6Iy^aB rich; in; copper as in 
gold, and, from the point of view of the 
railroad man, copper is perhaps even 
more desirable than gold. Coal has been 
diudovcrcd nt several places, and good in- 
dications of oil. In short, it liijs become 
evident that it is a country of e.vtraor- 
diiiary mineral riehnosa extending 
throughout an area naarly as largo as 
Europe. It Inis also been in-oved that 
the climate is healthy and ]ileasant dur- 
ing the summer, and that wlt'i ordinary 
food and clothing the winters are no 
more to be fcnrcd than in Muuitobu. We

Disheartening Spectacle Seen by a 
Correspondent.

irol}-, that is to say, because of the re- 
ligious emotion they have awakened in 
millions of devout worshipers who liavi' 
believed in their authenticity; for the 
.lerusah'in of Christ is buried deep be- 
neath the .lernsalein of to-day, nnd the 
most sacred places of idl are known to 
have bi'cu outside the walls. Jloreover, 
what holiness is attached to them they 
do not owe to their ollieial ctistiiilians on 
the spot. .\fler the cori'iuony at the 
lOvangelical Church of the Kedeeiuer (to 
give the new (icrnian church its full 
title), 1 wandered into the church of 
('lirist's Seiiulclire. The suii|iosed tomb 
of Christ is a ri'cess in the ruck some 
little way below the level of the ehurrli 
lloor, and is reached by a tli^;lu of steps. 
A narrow door, about four feet in hei;;lit, 
leads into the recess, or grotto, in which 
a Kranciscan monk is constantly on 
duly. The grotto reeked with the smell 
of the gaudy lamps which lighted the 
place. Throe women were kneeling by 
the tomb, one of them passionately Kiss- 
ing the spot whore she b(dicved the feet 
of the dead Christ to have' rested. 

On ascending to the area of the cliun-li 
I asked h. monk the way to Calvary. 
Ho stared. "Golgotha," 1 said. Where- 
upon he nodded brus(piely in the direc- 
tion of the stairs close at hand, and told 
uu) to walk up. So upstairs 1 went, but 
was still puzzled to liiul (iolgollia- Near 
the landing a monk with his sleeves 
turned up and a dirty white apron over 
his brown wardrobe was scrubbin;; 
sacreil vessels with a towel exactly in 
the manner of a Louilon waiter cleaiiin;; 
his dishes. He rubbed and polished in 
the \vaiter stylo, and threw his towel 
over his shoulder in Ihe waiter style. 
There was no more suggestion of rever- 
ence in his manner than there would 
bo if the Church of the Sepulchre were 
a Parisian restaurant. Ilavin;; watched 
him for a minute or tv.-o, I Ms!;eil lihn 
where (iolgotlia was. He mail 
tare with his thumb over, his rif.'lit 
shoulder, and without a word went on 
plying his dishcloth.

Those monks weie eii;,'aged 
in nothini; but fonnalism arranging 
lamiis and candles, pulliin; up or taking' 
down (lowers. receiviuj,'- liac-ksheesh, 
nieehauieally singing hymns, ami so on. 
Walls, shrines, screens, etc.. were so 
ovei'crowilcd with lamjis ami ehanileliers 
that the church iiresentcd the appear- 
ance of a. vast waridiouse. The church 
^^eemell to be sacred to niecbaniciil ritual, 
anil to that only.

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THE CITIZENS' MEETING. 

Ttio iri)pross\ioii loCt upon the mind by 
Weduesday night's mooting is that more 
such meetings would be teneflcial. "While 
tliL' platform rccommciulod by llio Coin- 
niitleo of FiXty wiis ciirrioJ, difTi rcuct's 
of opinion wore expressed, alUiougli in 
the in:iin the inectiiiK may bo said to bo 
of one mind. Wo suppose there would 
be no use in suggesting that the citizens 
.should be caiied together two or ilirce 
times a year to discuss numicipiil uKit- 
tors, but if sncli ii plan coidd lie ciin-iod 
into effect very great good would ri'sult. 

Some difterence of view was manifest 
IIS to tho desirability of making the olHce 
of iddcrniMn purely Iiononiry. Tliero is 
solllellli!l^' in (lie ooiiteiilion lliat, if men 
juo to be asked to give up tlieir time for 
a portion of several business days each 
weoli to superintending city work, tlioy 
ouglit to be conipeiisiiled for their troii- 
blo, but tlio Coiiiinittee (if Fifty e.inteni- 
plute tliiit this sliiill MO longer be expeel- 
0(1 of iiUleniieii, wlien the city charter 
lias been iinioiided. T'lio idea is tli.'it a 
pcrmnncnt administrntivo staff shall be 
appointed, responsible to tlio city couiic:i, 
and that tho members of tliis lioard sliall 
he; paid salaries that will coinpciisalo 
them for devoting thoir whole time to 
'the Dublic service. This plan was adoid- 
c(l some ten years ago in St. John, Js'.B., 
;nid hiiH boon found to work very sue- 
ce.ssL'iilly. It relieves aldcnucii of tlio 
necosMity of neglecting their private af- 
fairs to watch the progress of public 
works or the carrying out of the public 
service in any particular. They will lio 
fliargcd with a general supervision of 
city matters, Imt their obligations in tliis 
rcspoct are only such as any pulilie- 
spiritcd miui ought to bo willing to ren- 
der, and regard his 8ele9tion by his fel- 
low citizens for such a purpose as a Iiigh 
compliment. It will be romctnbcrod tliat 
:i few years ago tlio idea of govoriiiiig 
the city by a commission received mueli 
support. The proposed plan has all the 
Sood features of such an arrangement, 
Jind llio additional advantage of placing 
the administrative oflices directly under 
the control of aldermen elected by tho 
people. 

If the position of alderman is to extend 
■over more than one year and is to be 
irarcly honorary, it woidd follow almost 
iis a matter of course tliat it should not 

■'"be an esecutivo omeo, for it would bo 
unreasonable to ask meil to bind thcm- 
;3Clves to give their services for two or 
•three years in an c.tocutive capacity 
without remuneration. 1'ho three condi- 
tions must go together. If we are to 
Tiave coutinuity of ofllco, and the posi- 

, tioa of alderman is to be an honoraiT 
■one, the duties of the position must bo 

. such lis will not roniiirc tho aldermen 
to devote their time to carrying out tho 
details of civic expenditure. On the oth- 
■er hand, if the position is to have a sal- 

. ary attaclied to it, it is undesirable that 
it should bo continuous, for in that case 
it would lie sought after for tho salary, 

' which is out' of tlie things we all wish to 

Some debate arose over the plank re- 
lating to street paving, but it wait soon 
made apparent that it committed the 
mooting to no definite plan and opposi- 
tion was thereupon withdrawn. Mr. 
Alo.^. Wilson took exception to the pros- 
«nt system, under which the city pays 
one-third of the cost and the owners of 
abutting property each a third. The 
grounds of his objection is that the nbut- 
liug owners pay a portion of the city's 
IliinI, and therefore are paying more 
than a tliird each. This is quite true, 
' Imt it the long run the matter adjusts 
■Itself. In some of the United States 
cities tlie whole cost of street improve- 
ments is eliarged to tho abutting [iro- 
perty, and tho opinion prevailing where 
this plan has been tried is that it is bet- 
ter than any other. An owner of real 
estate knows that when lie has paid for j 
a pared street in front of his premises, 
he will not be called upon to pay any- 
thing more, no matter how mucli iiaving 
is done in other parts of the city. And 
the 811 me rule is applied to sowerngo. 
Thus tho owner of real estate, having 
ouc(^ paid for his paving and seworajie, 
knows that no matter how iiuicli the 
city grows or what improvements are 
needed in those lines , in other parts of 
the municipality, he will not be called 
upon to meet any iioriion of the expense. 

There was some feeling o.\:in-ossed over 
tlio plank calling for the better enforce- 
ment of tlip laws for the suppression of 
certain - social evils. It was noteworthy 
that althongh several peoiile expressed 
oppositiion to it by shouting from their 
scats, no one took the platform to op- 
pose it, except Mr. ,1. C. .Tamie.son, and 
he only because he thought tho matter 
already sufflcicntly covered by previous 
plaidts, and he doubted tho oxpodicncy 
of talking too much about such things. 
It was very clear that a majority of the 
lueotiug was in favor of ii more rigid eii- 
forcomont of the law than has prevailed 
ill tho past, and the plank was unani- 
mously adopted. It is (o lie Iioped that 
llio police authorities will tak(> notice of 
Ibis oxpression of public opinion. If 
they do not, tliey will lind that piilili(! 
-■•.linion will take notice of iiiein, ami 
they will discover that they cannot stand 
n monioiit against tho expressed M-ish of 
the people, who nro their masters, no 



mutter by what tenure they may hold 
their otHccs. 

We think that the promoters of muni- 
cipal reform are much to be congratulnt- 
od uimn wLr.t- they have accomplished so 
far. But they mu.st remember that the 
work has only been begun. A splendid 
start has been made, but unless it is fol- 
lowed up by the election of as good a 
city government as can be obtained, the 
ground gained will be lost. Tt is not; by 
passage of resolutions or by the adopting 
of platforms tliat good government is se- 
cured, hut by the election of competent 
and puWlc-Bpiriteajmenvto ofllcial posi- 
tions. ■ ■ . ' " I. ' 



llAILWAY MATTBIIS. 

Following the line of thought begun 
in these columns yesterday, .It may bo 
mentioned that the Minister of Railways, 
at a siieech delivered some ton days ago 
before the llnlifax chamber of com- 
merce, outlined the plan whereby he 
proposed to secure winterr traffic in 
grain for that city arid St. John, lie 
does not expect tho Canadian Pacific or 
the (Jiiind Trunk to help liiin, Jor he 
tliinks they will not unnaturally be ad- 
verse to building up the trialHc of the In- 
tercolonial at the expense of themselves. 
He expects to nmko arrangcmiats with 
the Parry Sound railway, ivliich will 
C'lrry grain from llie Lakes to .Montreal, 
where ho ]iniposes to store it in iiu- 
nioiise warcliousos. It 1ms already been 
announced that tlio government iutemls 
to secure running rights over the 3Iniii- 
toba & Soulliwostern. From Winnipeg tlie 
Dauphin, the :\Iiiii it olia ^: .N'ort Invest orii 
and other linos will afford connection 
with the grain fields. Thus the govci n- 
ment plan embraces n system of trallie 
under control from the prairies to Hali- 
fax. Tlio Halifax Herald thinks that 
there will be a break in the connection 
at Jlontreal, which Will handicap trailic, 
hut wo suppose this dilHculty must have 
suggested itself to the minister. AVe 
are not, in the references made in this 
shore series of articles to railway mat- 
ters, expressing any opinion, but simply 
chronicling the facts ^s they exist, for 
they cannot fail to have .a Very impor- 
tant bearing upon the development of 
Canada during the year wjiich shortly 
ojieiis. 

We Gad iu the Toronto Globe some iu 
teresting facts bearing upon the pro- 
Iio.scd Canadian fast Atlantic line. They 
show that a saving of tliirty-tlirco lionri 
would bo effected if North Sydney wore 
u.iod as a terminal point for tlie Cana- 
dian line, on a journey from Loudon to 
Ottawa, as against the route via New 
York, tlie speed of the steamers being 
in each case the same. The Globe thinks 
that Pasiiebiac would be oven a more 
advimtageons terminus than Nortli Syd 
nijy. It thinks that it will bo difficult in 
any case to overcome the advantage pos- 
sessed by New York in its great com- 
mercial importaiieo, but the Canadian 
route, wo submit, will find plenty to 
if it is over established, for the reason 
pointed out yesterday, namely that the 
greater part of the trans-Atlantic traffic 
to be developed will come from the West 
and the Orient, and tho saving of dis- 
tance will operate in favor of Canadian 
terminals. 

Railway extension on Vaiicouvor 
Island is a matter which is likely to re- 
ceive attention in the early future, if not 

in the coming year. If the doveloiunonts 
in progress nt Albenii fulfil (heir pn-senl 
promise, railway connection will be im- 
perative, and the same observation np- 
idlos to other points on tho West Coast. 
It is perhaps premature to .say that any 
delinile plans have been matuivd in this 
direction, but the .subject has engaged 
the attention of those engaged In trniis- 
Iiortation. as well as of thn bii.siness 
('(imiiiniiity generally. ICxt eiision north- 
wanl of the E. & N". rnilway is sonic- 
lliiiig that (•■■iiinot long he deferred. The 
ivsoiirces of this Island will never he 
pro|)erly opened up until more of its area 
is made accessible by railway constnic- 
tioii. 

Next year may witness the iaaugnni- 
tion of a railway ferry service between 
the Island and tho .Mainlnnd. or, more 
.strictly speaking, the extension of the 
system, already established, so ns to 
take iu Victoria- The Colonist has no 
warrant from the E. c^^: X. people to in- 
dic'iUe what its policy in this respect may 
be, and tlie remark above made is only 
based upon facts nlrendy known to the 
imhlie. The iiiiiiorlanc*' of such a ser- 
vie(> to Victoria ('.■iii hardly lie overslnled 
:iii(l we hope there wiU be such a co 
oiioratlon between all parties interested 
as will bring about nest year a servic-e 
twice a day every day between this city 
;in(l A'aiK'ouv(>r. 

Doubtless there nro other ninttors of 
geuoral or local importance that niiglii 
properly be mentioned in this connection, 
hilt onoiigli has been said in .veslerihiy's 
article and tliat of to-day to show that 
next year is likely to pnne a vei-y iiii-- 
portaiit one to fj.inada iiiid British ('ol- 
unibia from a niiJwa.v standpoint.

There was a rather interesting nicet- 
iiig of tho board of police comiiilsisoners 
yesterday; perliaiis not more interesting 
than any other meeting of the board, but 
as to that none but police commissioners 
can speak, as until yesterday the press 
have been excluded from tho meetings.

U'lic 
o'.h 1- coinmissiuners look llie same view 
of .ii (luesllou and Ooaseiiueiilly tho 
proceeding are given to the public. 

The minutes of the last meeting fust 
came up and the reading of tli.Mii d.s- 
closed the fact that Att()niey-( ieiieral 
Alartlu had also had a little inlx-iip wlth| 
the |iolli.-e coniiiilssioncrs In which he had 
come out second best. U aiipears that 
Air. Alarliu wrote to the cliiel' of iiolie 
on some subject in connccl ion with tli 
assizes— just what the minutes did not 
disclose and the commissioners did not 
think it advisable to give the jiress do 
tails of what took place at previous meet- 
ings. The chief answered the communl- 
cation and then the clerk of the coiU' 
mission -was instructed to write Air. Alar- 
tlu suggesting that in future when hav- 
ing any suggestions to make in regard to 
poli(:e matters, he refer to the commis- 
sioners and not to the chief. The com 
missioners also endorsed the answer 
that had been sent to Mr. Martin by the 
chief. 

Yesterday a reply was received from 
Mr. Martin in which he said that in fu- 
ture he would adopt the suggestion of the 
commissioners and write to them in- 
stead of to the chief. At the Bame time 
ho did not consider the chiefs answer 
a satisfactory one. 
Before the minutes were adopted Com- 
issloner Hall wished it recorded that 
! did not altogether agree with the let- 
ter sent to Air. Martin and also thiit 
he, like Air. Alartin, did not consider the 
chief's reply to the attorney-general sat- 
isfactory. 

It was pointed out that it was (lien 
too late to record tho vote on tlie ques- 
tion, and the minutes wore adopted. 

Then came a letter that caused a ripple 
of mirtli to go nroniid the board. It 
was from James Harbucklo, who had 
"hoard that the position of chief of po- 
lice would shortly be vacant," and 
"thought the position would suit him." 
Tlie letter was received and filed, the 
writer to bo informed that at present 
tlioro was no vacancy. 

Alayor Redfern had previously stated 
that the meeting had been called at the 
suggestion of Commissioner Hnll and he 
Intimated that now was his time to bring 
up his business. 

Commissioner Hall said he had pre- 
Iiared a series of resolutions, the first of 
wlilcli was as follows: 

"1, That tho chief of police be notified 
that the laws against prostitution and 
gambling must lie rigidly enforced. 

"2. That the chief of police be instruct- 
ed to immediately comniuiiicato clause 1 
hereof to tho police under bis control and 
notify them to govern themselves ac- 
cordingly. 

".3. That the chief of police bo required 
one week from to-day to report fully to 
this board the steps wiiich shall then 
liav; been taken in compliance here- 
with." 

To Commissioner Hall it sconiod pecu- 
liar that the chief of police Tequirod any 
special instructions from the commission- 
ers for it was clearly his duty to en- 
force the laws ns they appeared in the 
statute. But he had spoken to the chief 
about the subject and he had replied: 
"Well, if those are your views, I will 
consult the mayor and ask him to call a 
meethig,'!^8howing that he expected to re- 
ceive special.-instructions from'-thie board. 
I' Mayors Bedferh said the police' had al- 
ways had instructions to strictly enforce 
the laws . against gambling. 

Commissioner Helmcken— As to pros- 
titution, that is a thing that cannot 
be dealt with any way. What do you 
mean b.v prostitution? 

Mr. Hall— The code deals very clearly 
-with it. It provides a penalty for keep- 
ers and inmates of bawdy bouses. If 
the law is carried out the wrong will 
right itself. 

Dr. Helmcken — All prostitution is not 
carried on in bawdy houses. 

Alayor Redforn dCvi-lared himself as he- 
ing strongly in favor of enforcing some 
restrictions against bawdy houses, Imt 
in a seaport town like Victoria, where 
lliere was a large floating population of 
miners and sailors it was not wise to 
enforce the law Ion rigidly. 

Dr. Helmcken — AVliy, if you close those 
houses, it would not be safe for girls to 
go around the city. 

Alayor Redfern — Not because of any 
danger from niir own people, but from 
outsiders, who come li(>re. 

Air. Hall then read the section of the 
criminal code prohllilting gambling. 

Alayor Redfern — That would not In- 
(-lude wblst, cribbage or such games. 

Dr. Helmcken— The late Chief .Tustlce 
Begbie decided that where lliere was no 
bank there was no gambling. 

Air. Hall— The code has been cliiinped 
since tlieii. The amendment Includes 
mixed games of chance and skill. 

Air. Hall — I'ossibly the law does not 
include whist or cribiiage. lint that niake^ 
no din'erence to the rosolution. All 1 
ask is that the law be enforced. 

Alayor Redfern— 'i'he law against 
gambling slioiilil be enforced and re- 
strictioi's placeil on the houses of ]irns- 
fitutioM, but all the women should not 
be driven out. A worse evil would fol- 
low. There would be a iininber of 
houses of assignation and baby farms. 

Dr. Helmcken— lOxactly. 

Air. Hull— There are laws against sucli 
houses also, 

Alayor Redfern— But It Is hard to find 
(hem. 

Dr. Helmcken contended tlint fliere 
M-ere not so many houses of prostitution 
in tho city ns had boon alleged. Tho chief 
liad been told so long ns tho houses wen' 
properly conducted pot to interfere with 
them. There was; a. necessity for such 
wonion nnd he for '0(rie.iwpuia sooner see 
them here than see the lunatic asylums 
crowded with young men. He as a modi- 
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cal man could say. that if those houses 
were closed there would be trouble for 
tho young girls of 'the,;city.^ Not only 
among the uneducated I. classes, but 
among all cldsBes. There were at pres- 
ent girls and. he' knew it, who attended 
church every Sunday wlio were no bet- 
ter in spirit' than tho -svomen who some 
people want driven out of tho city. It 
was safer to have the bawdy houses, 
properly restricted. In a seaport town it 
was necessary to relax tlie law a little. 

Mayor Bedfern suggested that Mr. Hall 
separate the resolution, dealing first with 
the gambltag and then with the bawdy 
houses. 

Mr. Hall said the discussion had clear- 
ly shown that the police were not to 
blame for the non-enforcement of the 
laws. - Dr. Helmcken had said Uiat the 
chief had been told that so long ns tho 
houses were not disorderly they wore not 
to be interfered with. The commission- 
ers had therefore boon standing between 
the law nnd the enforcement of the law. 
Tlie Aluniclpal act places the responsi- 
bility for tho enforcement of the laws 
on the municipality and although the 
commissioners might not lie municipal 
officers in the full sense of tho words, the 
mayor was the chief magistrate of the 
city. ■ ' 

Mayor Beditern said that just showed 
what a contradiction the Municipal act 
waSi ■ It tiirows the burden of the en- 
forcement' of the laws on the municipal- 
ity and at the same time provides for 
the appointment of commissioners over 
whom the municipality lias no control. 

Mr. Hall contended that it was tlie 
duty of tlie commissioners to see that 
the police did their duty and it was tlie 
duty of tho police to enforce the laws. 
According to the chief of police there 
were over a hundred persons in the city 
who were violating a •section of the crim- 
inal code. The commissioners had said 
to the chioC of police "tho law must be 
set aside." Ho could sanction no such 
stand. The Doctor had described a sad 
state of affairs as existing in tiio city, 
a condition existing despite these houses, 
which he considered a remedy. AVhat he 
thought a remedy was no remedy at all. 
Tho conditions would not be as bad if 
the housese were done away with. Young 
men were led into immoral ways by the 
facilities afforded by these houses. His 
views were expressed in the resolution 
nnd ho felt that ho had done his duty. 
In the Interest of the city and of law 
and order the resolution should bo 
passed. 

Alayor Redfern said the resolution 
should be modified. Tliey could not look 
at this matter In Its strict legal sense; 
lliev had to look at it from the view of 
men of the world. No attempt ivas ninde 
to enforce such a law in Great Britain 
and on the continent of Europe they bad 
gone so far as to license such houses. 
]'"ar wiser men than they had thought 
the matter out and liad come to the con- 
clusion that it could not be stopped. 
The conditions were better with the 
houses. They should be properly regu- 
lated but not driven out. 

Dr. Helmcken— It would not drive 
them out, but -\vouId scatter them around 
the city. 

Mayor Bedfern— And the police ctin 
better regulate them while they nro in 
the hou.sc8. 

Air. Hall explained that the vagrancy 
(dauso of the act could be rnforced 
against the women it they scattered 
around the city. Tlioso clauses had 
ii(>vi'r been enforced against prostitutes. 
'I'here was another view of the (pies- 
tion and that was that the commissioners 
bad no right to put their own opinions 
in place of tlio laws. 

Alayor Redforn— Tho police were told 
to proceed against the women whenever 
there was the slightest disorder. 

Air. Hall— Any bawdy bouse is a dis- 
orderlv house iiccording to tho code. 

Dr. "Helmcken— It is Iiard to prove a 
house a bawdy house. A number of 
women living in a block does not make ii 
bawdy house. 

Air. Hall— The police say they can se- 
cure the necessary evidence. Ho liad 
been informed that even ofllccrs liad 
been solicited by women on the streets. 

Dr. Ilelmck-eii— There is very little so- 
liciting ill VIctoriii. 

Air. Hall— There was considerable a 
short time ago. 

Alayor Redfern— That practico should 
certainly be juit a slop to. 

Dr. Helmcken said the ('ominissioners 
bail rerrived a lot of anonymous com- 
niunicalions but nobody seemed to have 
the couragi! to sign a complaint or come 
liefore the commissioners and prove what 
tlnw said. 

Air. Hall— The police have the neces- 
sary infonnation. 

Alayor RcMlfern said ho frequently re- 
ceived anonyinons letters and complaints 
but wlioii nsked for tho names of their 
informants or lo nuiko their complaints 
ill writing, the conipbiinantH had always 
declined to comply with the request. All 



laws were made to be administered with 
discretion. Tlie law against prostitution 
might be rigidly enforced in an inland 
town, but it could not be enforced iu 
a seaport town. 

Mr. Hall — It was enforced in Winnipeg 
nnd the women were driven out of town 
to a. little settlement of their own. 

Alayor Redfern— 'Winnipeg is not n 
seaport town. 

Dr. Helmcken— Have you heard of 
the effect of the enforcement of the law 
in Winnipeg— girls leaving the town in 
disgrace? . ' : . ■ n 

Alr. Hall— They leave other towns in 
disgrace. 

Dr. Helmckon said he had hoard that 
about a year ago a sermon had been

preached in Oalvary Baptist cUurob, tlic 
preacher telling the young people of the 
congregation where they could find these 
■houses. That, he considered, was very 
^rong. . 

There bcinR no secouder to Mr. Ilnll's 
motion, it fell to the ground and the 
'mayor proposed the following in lieu of 
it, stilting thiit giimbling could bo dealt 
with in another resolution: 

"That tlie police bo instructed to rig- 
idly enforce the Iiiws against prostitution 
iu every, case where n house is dis- 
orderly or is niiido couspieuous iu any 
way whatever uiul iu every ease wliere 
the inmates oC any sueh liouse make 
themselves eoaspieuous ou the streets or 
in anv uublic place." 

The mayor's resolution was carried 
unanimously, Mr. Hall explaining that 
although he preferred his own, he would 
support the mayor's. 

Mr. Ilall then moved, seconded by Dr. 
Ilelmcken, that the chief of police be 
notilied to strictly enforce the • hiw 
against gambling. 

There was no objecticn to tliis reso- 
]",tion, but the mayor sent for Chief 
Sheppard to ask him a few questions in 
regard to gambling. 

The chief said there was' no ' gambling 
going on in the city so far as.be was 
aware of. Neither were there any lot- 
teries, but there might be one or two 
chuck-a-luck games in Chinatown. His 
ofllccrs. however, were endeavoring to 
stop them. There were certainly no 
banking games being coudncted in the 
city. ' •»^'W< 

Mr. Hal) said ho had heard that gamb- 
ling had been carried on iu one of the 
houses recently complained of. It might 
have been poker. 

The chief was then shown the resolu- 
tion donling with bawdy houses, which 
the commissioiiiTS had passed. He ask- 
ed how he was to construe the word 
"consoicuous." Ito could hardly sniu- 
mons a. woman for dressing gaudily on 
the street. 

It was oxplainod that large numliers 
on doors, red blinds aiul soliciting woidd 
be eousiilered conspieuous. 

"Mr. Hall— I have seen women ou Chat- 
ham street iu louse wrappers, talking to 
men anil beekcjuing to them. 

Dr. Ilelmcken— They may have been 
friends oC theirs. 

Chief Sheiipard— We have m(>n oa 
Chatiuun street during the afteriuion ami 
at night. 

.Mayor IJedfern said he had passed 
along Chatham street about 10 o'clock a 
few evenings ago anil he hail found it 
very quiet. 

Mr. Hall— If you had gone through 
There three weelcs ago you would not 
have fouiul it 'luiet. Constable Wood, 
who luul lieen plai.'cd there had worked 
a reformatioa. 

At this stage Mr. Hall and the chief 
conuneneod to talk at one nnotlier as to 
the work done by Constable "Wood and 
the mayor, having called for order, and 
there being no further question for the 
cliief to answer,' he withdrew. 

Mri HiiJl moved, seconded by Dr, 
Ilelmcken, that the chief of police be 
instructed to strictly enforce the law 
which prohibits the supplying of liquor 
to intoxicated persons. 

This motion was passed, although Pr. 
. Helmcken said ho did not know wlio 
could toll wlien a man was intoxicated 
There was lio. definition of tlie phrase 
"intoxicated person." 

Mr. Hall replied that men were con- 
victed every day for drnnkonness. 

The Sunday closing law next came up 
for consideration, the police, on motion 
of Mr. Hall, secondi'd by Hr. Holmekcn, 
being instructed to strictly enforce that 
law. 

All the comaiissiouors considered it dif- 
ficult to get a conviction under the law, 
but they nevertheless tliought everj' ef- 
fort should be made to enforce it. 

Jlr. Hall next moved, secoudeil by Dr, 
Helmckpn, "that the attention of tlie 
chief of police bo called to the clauses of 
the rules and regulations for the guid- 
ance of the Victoria city poliee, which 
require sobriety and diligence on the part 
of nil members of the department and 
that the chief be reiiuired to draw the 
attention of the members of the force to 
the same." 

Mayor Rodferu said bo hiul never 
known of an ollieer olTeiuliug against the 
rules, but Mr. Hall thought the resolu- 
tion might do good, so it was jihssihI. 

This concluded the business of the 
. . meeting.

■ The .Story of a Strangely JIarked (Irave 
in tlu' Cemetery Out at Koss Day. 

".Sierra Nevada!" 

In .striking, deep-cut letters, tlie aliove 
inscription, on a headstone in Koss Bay 
cemetery, cannot fail to attract the eye 
and arouse the interest of visitors. 

Tlie words form tlio ke.v to a nuisl: in- 
teresting history, through whicli rua 
Hlirriiig incidents of the inad rush for 
gold to California in '-19 and tlio trials 
:in<l perils of the Argonauts 

The stone is by no means an imi)osiag 
one, but it apparently cost consideraide. 

By a peculiar cliain of circumslanei.'S 
Mrs. Walker, of 11 Blanchard street, 
this city, was enabled to learn the sig- 
nificance of the term, and at llio same 
■' time unravel an interesting history. 
' About eleven years ago her attention 
■ was attracted to the gray© by the bold 
lettering of "Sierra Nevada!" and also 
by tlie peculiar position tlie inscription 
held in the stone, unshadowing com- 
pletely as it did the married name of tlie 
deceased. : 

She.tliought little more about the mat- 
, ter until a few years ago, when she hap- 
pened tb be in a village called Ontario in 
Southern California. At this jilaco she 
became .acquainted with an old Argonaut 
named Dewel, who, upon learning tliat 
Mrs. AV'alker had conio from Vancouver 
Island, said that a (hiughter of one of his 
early friends wlio luul been dubbed liy 
the gold seekers "Sierra Nevada" had 
been married and died ou the Island. 

The lonely grave w.ilh il.s peculiarly 
Ongraved stone wiis iinme<liately plioto- 
graphed in Mrs. Walker's mind and it 
was not long before she learned the hi 
iory of tlie strangely named girl. 

Mr. Dewd is an (dd gentleman of 
eighty-eight, but still hale and clear 
brained. For many yc.'irs he foUowil'd the 
profession of school teacher in the East- 
ern States, but when comparativplv a 
young man settled in Wisconsin. I'^roin 
this state he headeil a parly of gold- 
seokers in lS-1!), mad with a thirst for the 
precious nielal, and after many trials, 
privations and jierils, finally readied the 
Golden Slate. The party wliieli lie ca))- 
tnined was an unusually large (uie, but 
dissension broke out among tlie iiieiu- 
liors, and when Califisrnia was reached 
thcv were scattered all over the cmin- 

■ His recital of the iianiiug of "Sierra 
Nevada" and her subse(|ueiit hisloiy 
was graphic iu tlie extreme. .\fler re- 
lating the story of llie tri|i <ivi'r the plains 
.nnd through the mountaiii.s, Mr. Dewel 
said: , . , ^ 

"111 the motley crew of which I was 
captain there were many peculiar iieo- 
ple. My attention was early in the 



jonrn-oy attracted by a young couple who 
had been married about n year, Jimi who 
after unsuccossfVllly ranching iu Wis- 
■consin, dccidtKl to try their, fortunes in 
the Far West. The young wife was a 
charming girl, and coiisidoi~ible attention 
was bestowed on her, owing to the fact 
that she was. about to become ii mother. 
Up to ttie time we reached the Sierra 
Nevada range, the party held together 
pretty well. One exceedingly wild and 
stormy day -we camped high up in the 
mountains, and here dissension broke out 
in the camp as to when we should make 
another start, c The matter .threatened to 
become serious -for a time as' we could 
decide on nothing, and T. had some des- 
perate men to deal witli.

and ^slze of the eartbi. In other words 
wo arc;B0ou. to learn; somctblug doiinito 
as to how laVgo a ■niass'.'tho , earth: Is, and 
whether 'it Is, lit truth, flattcucd at tho 
polos. 

This treaieudoiis feat of surveying just 
liiilsliod is the most extensive and valuable 
coutrlbutiou toward tho solution of tlioso 
problems thus' far uudortiikeii, and which 
will leave them at rest for years to come. 
Tlio survey has accurately measured in 
foot and inches tho longest arc of tho 
earth's curvature over covered by meas- 
uring lustrumouts. This lino extends from 
Cape JIuy, N. J., duo west over tho ti'.ltli 
l-arallel, to tho coast of .Northern Califor- 
nia, forailng more than a seveulli of that 
l.arlioulMr eirele spanning the earth. it 
lias rciiulrcil iiiore than a iiuarlor of a 
century of ooJillnuiuis work ior the cum- 
pietloii of the trlangnlatlon. Tlio length 
of tho arc having thus been aetually laeas- 
nred in feet and Inches and fiaotioiis there- 
of, and Its curvature liavlng been meas- 
ured in degrees by astrunoaih.' work, from 
this length and curviituro coiiiblnod will he 
calculated, after inontbs of must diflicult 
cenipatuii'in, the actual shape and oxpanso 
of our sphere. 

True, wo have hoard sonio Uttlo con- 
cerning the roiigldy ostlniated diametors 
and olrcuniferenees of the earth, and it Is 
diflicult to realize tliat aotlilug reasonably 
aceurato as to these is yot known. It has 
hoon calculated that this colossal splnuliig^ 
lop which wo all love so well is not a per 
foot spiiore, that it is thicker In diametor 
through the etiuator than It Is through tho 
poles. Theorists, even before Coluaibus, 
cttlmatcd that the onrth was spherical, yot 
it romalncd for Magcdinn's expedition to 
prove this l>y olrciininavlgatlon. Lalor 
llu'orlsls liiive salil that It Is not a perfect 
!-pliere, and It reiiiiilns for tho coast and 
geodelii" snrvi'v to prove or dlsaprovo this. 
To the average reader it will at llrst 
blush appear unreasonable that the illani' 
oters of the earth tlirongli tho polos and 
through the equator can be calculated from 
such straight lines as this. Yet to iiiatli 
oinatlclans the proposition Is entirely roa 
sonahio. 

'i'lio great arc now coaipleted Intcrseets 
Iiurts of New .lorsev, Delaware, Maryland 
Vlrglala, West Vlrglnl.i, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Colorado, l.'tali 
Nevada and California, nieri'ly toiic liiii: 
the nortlioriiniost corner of tlie District of 
<;(duiubln. The work was begun at th 
two ends of the Hue, and the surveyors 
^vol•kod toward cncli other. A few weeks 
ago they closed the gap between tbem, tho 
hist stone lielng placed In the earth 
Colorado. The arc was found to bo '_M!: 
statute miles In length. The actual ari 
covered b.v the transcontinental chain or 
network of triangles, for the marklnj; olT 
of which the surveyors iiave spout 'J.") years, 
does not cover tho line of the parallel at 
every point. In some iiliices, where oli 
struetlons occurred, it was run alonuslde, 
which method gave accurate results never 
tlioloss. 

Tho groat arc has also hoon moasureil 
asl rononilcally, that Is to siiv, In de(:n'<' 
of h.MiKllnde. There Is. of ('ourse, an agree- 
ment lielweeii longitude and lime, the one 
being readll.v eslliimteil from the other, 
since the .'Kid de(;rees roiiiiirlsliiu' a circl 
around tho earth equals L' I honr:i of time. 
Hence the number of degrees which tho 
arc^ iiieasuros should he readily learned by 
comparing clocks arranged along the lino, 
('oasouuentl.v .'i.") chronomrtors wore put In 
place at various points anil connectod liy 
telegriiiih. A chroaoniotor Is a very aeon 
rate eloek used prlnolpall.v to deteriiiliii 
leiigitudo at sea. It Is adjusted so that 
eliaages In ti'inperaturo cannot expand or 
rontraet its metallic works aad thus cause 
It to run fast or slow. AVeoks are devoted 
to the regulation of chroiioniPtors at the 
naval observatory at Wasblnglon. Thoy 
are connected by tho government's astral 
clock, which takes Its time from the stars, 
tho sun not giving us our standard timo dl- 
lectly, ns commonly supposed. Accuracy 
was curried to SUCU a fine point In this 
loncltndlaal measurement that oven the 
tune reipilrod for a telegraphic flash to 
skip across tho conllnoiit betwoon tlie stn- 
tlons was taken Into eonsldoratlon. The 
ere was found to he -l.SVj degrees long. A 
soi'ond sot of nsl rononilcal InstrnnKuits not 
ipillo couiideto will miH-o dellnltc'y ostali- 
Isli the points nf latitude hefwoon those 
of loii^itudo, for tho arc, In other wonis, 
gives Its exact distance In degrees from the 
emiotor and from the poles. 

These measurements, coaslderod in con- 
nection with the great arc newly surveved, 
will, wlirii a simple formula Is aiiplli'd, 
give Hie dislanee from either end to tlie 
(oiilre of the earth. The aiigb' which 
would lie formed at tli(> centre of Hie 
great sphere by two lines, oao from the 
eastern and the other from the wostorn 
end of the arc Is (if tho same number of de- 
grees as the arc is long.- Now, anyone coh- 
versnnt with trigonometry can Rnd the rn- 
dins of a spherp when -tin;. jinglc;s. and the 
lenath of the' arc ore -tiiiis given.- 

Farther figures will be obtained' by usfnir 
rneiisiirements of sumo siiiiill ares In con- 
nect ion wllh this i;reat one. There Is an 
iirc well ostabllslieii. thoiif;li small, near the 
eqiinliH-, in l-:i'nail<ir. Another lios bi'.'u 
eoniplelcil on tlie Ciipe of fiood irooe. In 
Fiiropo also there are many small .'irr's 
■which will aid. Thus there are ncoluate 
lueasnronients both In the northern and 
Bonthorn hemlspbcrcB. especially In the 
r.orthorn.

ouo brought forward. An elongated tent 
upon ruimors Is gradually drawn forward 
by a toaiu, so ns to aiways soreoii the heat 
of tho Klin from tho men, and especially 
from tile Instruiiientfi.

Tlie instni- 
inenl- nudci r of the survey says he has bis 
eye upon a now alloy of iilclde and ste(.d 
being o.\periiiieuti-ii witli in I-'niiiee, and 
which, it Is claimed, does nut expiind or 
eentraet iiuilei- eliangi'S of li'inperiitnre. 
The twin instruments ■wiiicii the writer 
saw and described were Inventod and iiian- 
iifaetured «t the siiiTej- building, and cost 
iiliunt $1,500 for tlio two. 

The survey ri'gards Its late Colorailo 
work as the most Interesting chapter of 
the wliiile series la ipiestlon. Necessity, 
arising from the inoiintaliious nature of 
the coiiiilry. beeaiiu' the niotlior of some 
unii|iio methods of ineasuri"n< nt. Ar tho 
same lime, iihononienall.v great distances 
could be covered boean.so of tho unusual 
clearness of the inoiintalii air and tho ad- 
vantage nf being able to sight from peak 
to peak without regard for tlie curvature 
of Hie eiirtli, which prevents long sighting 
In level regions. Those mountain meiisuro- 
luotits wore iiiado by Instruments from UK) 
to l.S.'l miles apart. AVhat Is known as a 
"iieilotroiie" was used for llashlag signals 
from one station to the t<'leseopo of an- 
other. The heliotrope Is similar to the lio- 
liograjili, but has no Hashing shutter. It 
throws a steady boaiu of light. At susli 
grout dlKtnacos the light of the heliotrope 
appeared tluougb the toloscopo like a small 
star, often apparently Isolated In spai'e, 
the supporting mounting summit not lieln;.' 
visible. During tho autumn Just passed 
this stnr ot light could bo distinctly seen 
over a dlstaace of li')0 miles, thoUL'li the 
space Intervening was clouded witli the 
smoke of fm-est fires, and tliongh the In- 
lervenlug laountalns wore invisible. The 
higbest of these mnnntaln stations was 
I'nconiiialigro, Col., 14,;i00 miles above sea 
lev.d. 

The ninst trvlng work connected with 
the trlanmihitlon for the great ore was en- 
eoniiiered In Illinois and Indlanfti where 
llK' country Is. so flat that the curvature 
of tho eiirth prevents long-distauco s'g- 
iialiiiig. To overeome this, giant tripods, 
sonietlnie.s 1(K1 foot high, were carried about 
and erected at each station, Those suii- 
portod the Instruments, but the snrveyors 
stood upiin eiudoslng frames, like wind- 
mill towers, built aliout but not touching 
the glunt tripods. Thnse hundred and oliiiit 
stations of all kinds' were established 
throughout the entire' ■. transcontinental 
wrtrk, each ot which Is Indicated by a 
porinaneiit mark. In Hie ninuntaliis a 
Clipper holt, le.lded Into the sollii rued;, was 
left, while in the plains or elsewhere, when 
pcslble, a surface stono Is always nc- 
eomiiaiiled by aiintlier burled boiieiith It. 

siK-li stiine.'^ have copper belts leailed 
Into them, aad soniotlmos so wedged tliat 
t'.e.v socuro themselves more and more 
tightly as an effort ls:-mnde to extract 
tliein. There are sonte'PeopIe mean enough 
to dig for these stones In order to get tlie 
copper, hut nature has effaced niore of 
the survey's mark than lias humiinlty. 
Tbo orlKliinl stones Inld near tho coast of 
Cape May have already been devoured by 
the waves. 

.■\» siiiiii as the levelling aeroiniianylng 
this work is ontlrel.v I'onipleted, we will 
liave some figures as to tho rolatlvo heights 
of tho Atlantic and Pacific oceans. Some 
claim that the Pacific will be found higher 
than tho other. In fact, this Is a question 
mncli mooted b.v scleiitinc men. If a dif- 
ference In tlie lieli,'hts Is foiiiiil, the siirve.<.' 
can fell with roasoaahle aecuraey whether 
the dlserepano.v l« due to errors in lovid 
ling or wiu'thor too great to be explained in 
tliat way. I/Ovelllng done b.v tiio survey 
across I^'lnrldii some time ago, niul repeat- 
ed throe difforent times. Indicated that the 
Culf of Mexico 'Wns a foot highor.than tlie 
Atlantic, and It- Is still an open C|ilcstion 
whether this Is really true at these points 
or whet her the .same error was repeated 
thrice by the carefully nianlpulatod instru- 
ments.

K. winds for the first 'M hoiu-s, fol- 
lowed by strong S. to S. Vj. wiiuls, which 
vore carried to arrival at Wellington at 
8:48 p. ni. December 7. Left again at 
o:05 p.m. next day. Experienced strong 
E. and N. E. winds up the Now Zea- 
land' coast, thence lino weather and light 
winds to arrival at Suva at 9:30 a. m. 
PDccomber 13. Proceeded on voyage at 
4:40 p.m. same day; cleared the Fiji 
group at 5:30 a. m.i next morning; met 
with 'flue weather to the equator, which 
was ccoBsed on/the evening of the 16th 
inst WKen in latitude 8 deg.

Attitude of Newspapers Urging Suppres- 
sion of Free Speech the Most 
Discreditable Feature,

I'roccodlngs were Instltuteil several 
weeks ago ngnlnst the editor and tlic mnn- 
acer of the Victoria Colonist for cuatetapt 
of coart, the contempt tonsLstla;; of a 
criticism of Mr. .Instlee Miirtiu for taking 
lip na clo'tlon ease In wlilidi lie bail re- 
<cntly been Interested as a parllzaa. It 
Is not sup|)OSril that lliose who moved 
In tlie matter were Inlluenccd li.v a desire 
to protect the honor and dignity of the 
ciHU't; It Is more likely that the action 
wiis a part Of the political giiine. But It 
laid to bo hoard, and the judpe before 
whom tlH> case canie renileroil lils decision 
.•1 few din-s a^ro. It Is )mblisli('(l .Ml kMii.'th 
In 11 recent Issue of the Colonist. Ills 
Inrdslilp niiide no order In tlic case, which 
is bat another wa.v of dismissing It, oaly 
ll'ar. the i)artles are left to pa.v their own 
costs. Tills is probabl.v ilie end of It. 

'there are two points, however, la con- 
nection Avlth It that will bear notice. Conn- 
sol for the dcfeiKse raised the objection that 
Jlr. JIarlln is not a Jastlcc, bis .Tppoint- 
nient not being in accordance with n local 
act which requires that a judge shall be a 
practicing barrister of ten years' stand- 
ing In the province. Mr. Justice Dmko re- 
fused to discuss the objection, snylaK that 
ns the appointment had. been made by the 
Govcrnor-Ocneral ln-Couhcll It conltl act be 
reviewed by his court. It is nevertheless 
interesting to know whether the olilection 
WHS well taken. If British Cohiniliiii can 
prescribe (inalineations for Judges, it Is 
well the fact should be clearly cstabllRhed. 
'J'lio common sense of it, from reading the 
sections of the nritlsh North America Act 
tliat apply, is that It cannot, and that the 
Iirovlnclal act Is ultra vires. Itut law and 
coiainon sense are often at varliiiieo, and 
thcv may be la this ease. 

The other iioint sugRcsted Is that the 
newspapers which are egglag on the court 
to commit the defendants were Bulit.v of a 
greater contempt than that charged to the 
Colonist. And the best plcn they cnn make 
la their defence Is a wretched one, for the 
only conceivable motive was their Jealousy 
of a rivni. The.v thought they hurt tbi' 
gentlemen of the Colonist In the tolls and 
ached to have them pinilsbed. It speaks 
little for Ihejr luiiiianily; It speaks less 
for their feelings as journalists, among 
whom a tense of .fraternal liiuaacss is 
supposed strongly to prevnil. It Is the 
oidv discreditable feature of- tne whole 
allalr.

A Salt Lake Man's Invention May Bev- 
olutiouize Ship Buildin'gi v . • - 

From the Salt Iiako Tribune.'' ' ' ' 

There Is a wonderful mechanic and In- 
ventor right here In Suit Lake, .Mr. I.eo S. 
AVhitehead. Ho hud luveutul a gan wlilch 
we eaunot speak much about now, becaiiso 
It Is, in tiiet, u government secret. Sutace 
it to Kuy, lliat It what is hoped for Is 
realized It will mean another step toward 
naiklug war impossibie, because of ItH 
awfu! dcstractlvenesH. It will cause a de- 
sire on the iijit of all Agulnaidos to eom- 
liruialse Uislde of seven and a halt minutes. 
Tliat Is, it will. If nt the cud of the 
seven uad a half minutes otter it open.s 
lie romaiua In condition to express his de- 
sire. 

But nnotlier ot his Inventions Is what the 
writer bus been looklu)? for since as a bov 
be tossed orange jieels overboard iuul saw 
tliem keeping up alongside with the sliced 
of u ship for a mile or two, thus proving 
that the .shl|j was carrying with It a dead 
weight ot water eipial to, perhaps, the 
wel;;ht ot the ship and cargo. Well, Mr, 
■Whitehead, iiotiiiK- that v.hen the beak ot a 
ship strikes the %,'iiter It always piishea ;i 
column of water out In front, which may 
be described as n buffer which the ship, hi 
motion, ia perpetually buffeting against, 
wiMit to work to. see if that could not be 
iientrnllzed. The result Is tliat he has 
icadu the model of a boat, and has tried It 
to make sure that be Is not crazy, and Is 
siUlsllcd, which he beliiwes will result In 
Klvlag most of the power ot the engines 
ill the speed ot the ship, and not exhaust- 
ing half of it In overcoming tlie obstruction 
of the water made by the ship's momen- 
tum. 

We cannot give a very lueld description— 
for the mecbnnlQnl part ot the writer's edn- 
cetlon. like tile rest, was greatlv neglected 
—lint In homely terms, ids lioat has three 
prows; the lanin one in I be centre, ;ind ooe 
I II either side, like a triple catilmaraii. Kc 
tweeii the centre beak and llie tu'ii iiulslilc 
bouk.s he works two screws upon the (bad 
water, beating them down and back, and 
there lietweeu the two Is the miiln driving; 
screw of the ship rumilin; on the ciisliioii of 
water nuule by the two keels. Mr. White- 
bead has also Invented bis own propeller 
and bis trial boat works like a elmriii. Ho 
Im.s made, of the same si/.e models of his 
craft and of the battleship JIas■<acilusett^^. 
When 'the machinery of both Is started, ills 
lioat runs tweaty times Its lenctb before 
the Miissachiis;ctts (jets under wav al all. 
Ills i(lc;i is lliMt two-thiriN of the encrKV 
of a shlii's cii^'liies Is i'.\li:nislcd In (iver- 
ceaiiii;,- the iibsl riiet lulls which are iTeatiMll 
b.v the speed of the ship, anil that with 
those removed and with all the force riven 
to the ship's propulsion, a slilp tiuit now 
makes twenty knots, would with tlie same 
power, make between lltty and sixty knots, 
or wnuld run from New York to Liverpool 
In say two days and sixteen hours. From 
San Francisco to Mimlhi would require less 
than elt'lit diiys; to round the world, twen- 
ty-five days, allowing for tlie slow time Ivy- 
rail across tiie continent. If this enauot all 
1)0 realized, still It is possible that by the 
prlncilile that lie Invokes, and the trials 
that he lias made, tlie Invention will even- 
tuate In a ship that will make thirty knots 
as, easily a.s twenty knots are now. made, 
and reduce the voyage from new York to 
Liverpool to four days, and that possllily 
enr new warslilps. Instead ot making eigh- 
teen knots, will make over twenty-flve 
knots an hour. By the way, this Is abont 
the first mdlcal change In the model of 
ships since Noab started out on the waters 
with bis IIf«-»avor.

— No one fnmiliiir 
with Uie worlv of tlie joint cominissioji 
by the respective goverinments of Can- 
ada and the United States to adjust cer- 
tain mtitters of difference whicli have

..I£ {he treaty is submitted, however, it 
'•Reems certain tlmt this country wiJl be 
ready to ratify it promptly. Not so the 
Canadians. As already outlined in these 
despatches, tlic Canadians hare been no 
match at bargaining with the American 
commissioners. For several points -which 
they vrere Tvllling to concede they had 
hoped to obtain advantages greatly de- 
sired by them in rcturr.. But they pull- 
ed no wool over the Ainorican eyes. It 
is pointed out so eloarly that the Can- 
adians were not giving away anything 
of viihie to them that little force was 
left to the demand for eoncossioiis on 
tlie Amerieaa.side. 

Since the work of tlic commission is 
by no moans concluded, although many 
seen to think that the session nftor llie 
holidays will he mainly devoted to put- 
ting into treaty form v,-hat has already 
been agreed upon, without threshing 
over old straw, the inombers of the com- 
mission are n'ly chary of diseussinp 
an.v of the subjects wbieh liavo been 
matters of eoufcrenoe. The tJaiiadiaiit 
have gone Iiome to talk the niiitter over 
Willi llie government. Senator Fair- 
biuiks, ]Jopreseiilative Dingloy and ex- 
Scerctnr.v Poster have been doing Hit 
same thing witli the President, his cabi- 
net advisers and the more proiniueiit 
senators known to be friendly to fiirtiier- 
ing the interests of reeiiirocity with our 
Northern neighbors. 

Some of these are per.sonally iiiterestcil 
while all are earefnlly looking out for 
the interests of tlieir constitiienls. 

What has been afcoiiiplisliod so far is 
a inatler of iiiucli congratiilatioti among 
the ndministnitioii and its friends, ami 
while the United States lias not secured 
everything it luis desired, it hns gained 
niueli in the way of settling old difllcul 
ties ami placing American trade with 
Canada in cosier channels. At the same 
time very little from a national point of 
view, liMH been conceded to the Cnna- 
diaiis, 

COAT. ON FKER LIST. 
The one important concession, tiint of 
the free eiiti-y of Canadian coal, sub- 
stantially injures no section of the Unit- 
ed States, save the state of Washington 
alone, and the interests of that state 
have been disregarded in the matter. It 
has been argued, too, that the free en 
try of Canadian coal would cheapen the 
price ot, ,coaI iu the .Pacific Ooast cities, 
and the'~intercsts;'oC the few are siicrl- 
ficed to those of tlie many; and on the 
other hand, in apparent contradiction, 
tlmt mine owners on , the American side 
can compete on an even- basis, with the 
mines of British Columbia.' These argu- 
ments had weight with ' the American 
commissioners, and influenced their de- 
cision. 

Reciprocity in nearly al! matters of 
trade between the two countries was de- 
sired by the Canadian commissioners. 
What they have obtained is reciprocily 
in but few things, mainly agricultural 
lines; so that, from a Canadian point Of 
view, the whole is of little value. It 
was this hope for reciprocity on an ex- 
tensive scale tliat brought together the 
joint high commission. 

With that incentive Canada would 
liiu-dly have Jigrced to treat with the 
United States npon !iny of the other 
(luestions involved. And it was upon Uiis 
very point tlmt the .•Americans have gain- 
ed a reputation for diplomacy far and 
away ahead of tlieir Canadian colleagues. 
Quietly, hut surely, the .Vmeritians se- 
cured tentative iigreomenfs upon all sub- 
jects in which they were interested, with- 
out taking up at all the matter of reci- 
procity. Thea, and not until then, did 
the Canadians discover that when they 
wanted to dicker they Imd nothing that 
the Americans eared anything about, to 
give in return for the concessions tln>y 
asked. 

VIBLDS SEAL FISHERIES. 

Canada has always maintained tlmt 
her riglit to pelagic sealing iu JJeliriag 
sea was without (piestion, yet wlier, 
brought to a discussion of the matter 
with idile exponents of the American 
claims, they liave yielded every right in 
the matter in consideration of the ]iay- 
nient of .$500,000. a comparatively small 
siini wlion coii.sidering the interests in- 
volved, to b(^ paid to the owners of ves- 
sels under tlu^ British flag which will 
thus be deprived of their customary 
inean.s of livelihood. This, notwithstand- 
ing tlic fact that British experts have 
bi'i>a :it worl; for ,\ears eoaiiiiliiig volume 
after volume of facts and arifiimeiits to 
prove tlie strengih of the, Ganadian con- 
teiition that pelagic scaling was their 
just and due right. 

The people of the Pacific Coast are not 
parliciilarly interoste<l in the agreement 
regarding the North Atlantic lisherii.'s, 
but here, tuo, as in the Behring sea mat- 
ter, the CJanadiiins have been coaxed and 
cajoled into giving the Ainerican.s pretty 
near everything llicy askeil for. In this 
matter Canada wanted only one thing— 
the right to bring her fish into American 
market.^ free of duty. In return for tliat 
right she- would have given everything 
the .Vinericans asked. In the treaty of 
ISIS Canada's right to restrict Aiiieiieaii 
fiidiernien, a.s she has done, is fully es- 
tablished. The .\mericaiis did not dis- 
pute the terms of the treaty, but in- 
sisted that the reciprocal legislation en- 
acted by the two governments on the 
subject of fisheries had been wrongly 
construed by Canada. This nnitter, 
therefore, they asked, should be siib- 
mittod to a board of arbitration, and 
Canada hne agreed to that. Our (•(Jin- 
niissioners are very confident that this 
will result in great ndvantagi! to the 
New England fishermen, and they have 
given nothing in Tctiirn for it. The duty 
on lish is to remain as before. 

WARSHIPS ON LAKES. 

From a national point of view, per- 
Imps, the greatest diplniiiali(.' victory 
galacil hy thi> American cnmniissioiiers 
lias been the right to eonstriiet unlimited 
war vessels on the (ireiit Lakes, and to 
send tlieia to (hi^ ocean by way of the 
cautils along the St, Lawrence owned' 



and operated by the Dominion govern- 
ment. The Canadian people at large will 
not take kiudly to this agreement, unless, 
indeed, the feeling of the brotherhood of 
Anglo-Saxon blood is stronger thiin we 
have anticipated. 

A roprosentatLro of the Cunadian gov- 
ernment who has been in ^Washington 
during the winter watching these mat- 
tern, says that Lord Ilerschell is res- 
ponsible for most of this loss to Canada. 
He knew little, it is said, about Can- 
adian ouestions, and apparently cared 
l(>ss. As the representative of Croat 
Britain, bis main desire was to fix up a 
treaty that would ":irciigfhen and con- 
tinue the good will existing between tliO 
ISmpire and the reiaiblie. He himself 
is well satisfied with the work of the 
commission. 

The Americans believe, too, that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier will do hiw best to bring 
about the acceptance of tliis»treaty in 
the Dominion parliament. There are 
alway,'! pessimi:;ts who see only the dark 
side, "but certain it Ih that if Canada ac- 
cepts the terms of the treaty which will, 
in all likelihood, be drawn iiii next month, 
it will bring about sneh ii good fi>eliiig in 
this cotintry towards the Canadians as 
will inure greatly to their adviuitage, as 
well as that of the British Empire, and 
unquestionably lead in the future to re- 
ciprocity in many other mutters which 
have now been denied,

write oft the suin of £(!,0.~rJ for deiireeia- 
tion on building, i)lant and machinery, 
ami £7,1502 for the cost of prospecting 
work at the eoniiiaiiy's mine prior to 
October 1, 1807, and on a copper claim 
since abandoned, leaving ii balaaee of 
£1,2-10 to be carried forward to Tli(> 
credit of the account f<n- the current 
year. Althimgh the result of tin,' year's 
business is disappointing in view of tlie 
expectations eatertaiiic<l at the date of 
th<' last general meeting, (he boani hiiv 
reason to bidieve from iiidi<'ations shnwa 
b.v the (leveloimu'iit work which has lii 
in progress for some time past, and from 
the i-ei)ort of the mine suiieriut enden t 
as also from the ri'iKot of -Mr. .lohn 10 
Hanlinan, picsiilcnt of tlu> Canadian 
Mining Institute, a miniii.g engineer nl 
high repute in (,3anada, who lias recent- 
ly, hy the board's direction, inspected tin 
company's property, that the outinit from 
the mine will shortly be increased 
niiaiitity and .value, altiiongh temporar- 
ily diminished during the last few 
months. Mr. Hardinnu's report will be 
found to fully confirm the confident 
opinion that the botird have all along felt 
in the iiianageincnt of the company's 
propert.v and in its economical workin; 
and they are glad to say that after a 
thorough examination of the mine, Mr, 
H.ardman is able to express n very high 
opinion of its prospects, the only excep- 
tion that he makes being that the devel- 
opment is too much behind, and conse- 
<iuently tbe cost of working hns been 
higher than it need be if tlie mine were 
more fully opened out. Hitherto, 
the shareholders are aware, the object of

Owing to the 
diOicnlty of keeping up ji full Kupply of 
or:' from the mine while there was so 
iniK.di development work going on, the 
large blast; riiriiace was in bl:ist for 201 
days only, but its working coiitinue.-i to 
give great satisfaction. The second re- 
vcrheratorj' furnace !iiid roasting ovimi, 
which wore in course of construction at 
the date of the lust meeting, were eoni- 
pleted. in January, and the refining 
wflirks have continued to give satisfac 
tlon. "With a view to still further oeon 
onjize the cost of tramming ore from tlu 
mine to the smelter, the board have ad- 
opted improvementH which, when the 
mine is more oxtensivoly developed ami 
II full and continuous supply of ore ob- 
tainahle, will reduce the cost to about 
25 cents )ier ton, n» ngnitint the present 
cost of -1-1 cents. In acoirdance with 
the wishes of the shareholders, as ex- 
pressed :it the last generaJ meeting, the 
lioard. with the valuable a.ssistance of 
Mr. (Jeorge Freeman, obtained an olll- 
eial Qiiotatinii for the shares, which are 
now regularly (pioti'd on the olllcial list 
of the slock exchange. In iiursiiaiieo 
also of tbe wishes of the shareholders, 
an apiM'ndix attached to the balance 
sheet gives details of the various items 
which are suniniarized in the aeeounts.
